“It is expected that this let- 
ter will be forthcoming as soon 
as Levin informs Goldnmian that 
the details of the pension ar- 
rangement are satisfactory to 
the Guild’s committee. 

“After that the Guild will 
call a membership meeting to 
hear a recommendation from 
the committee for approval of 
the proposed settlement, which 
includes job security, wages 
and health insurance, .on all of 
which a tentative agreement 
was reached more than a week 
ago.” 

Richard H. Amberg, publish- 
er of the Globe-Democrat, told 
a reporter this morning, how- 
ever: “The conciliator feels that 
there is need of a short addi- 
tional meeting for the purpase 
of clarifying some of the other 
points in the settlement. No 
new issues have heen raised, 
but there are certain matters 
which require clarification.”

COLOMBO, May 19 (AP)— 
Six more members of Parlia- 
ment resigned from the gov- 
ernment party today, leaving 
Prime Minister Bandaranaike 
without a majority in the 
House. 

Five Marxist members of 


Bandaranaike’s coalition gov-| Hilton Slayton, former presi- 


ernment quit yesterday and an- 
nounced they would cross over 
to the Trotskyite opposition. 
The six who followed today 
said they also would sit with 
the opposition, but as‘‘an in- 
dependent group. 

Political experts do not ex- 
pect the government to resign 
since it still has the largest 
single unit in Parfiament with 
45 members against 53 for var- 
ious opposition groups. 

The Cabinet crisis began two 
weeks ago when right-wing 
socialists threatened to resign 
rather than sit with Philip 
Gunewardena, the Marxist agri- 
culture minister.

CHELSEA, Mass., May 19 
(AP)—The Navy today disclosed 
a development which is expect- 
ed to revolutionize storage and 
use of blood. 

Hitherto red cells have had 
a usable life of not more than 
a month, often not more than

successful transfusions have

to two years. 

The development has been a 
joint achievement of the Navy 
and the Protein Foundation. 
The new technique is not diffi- 
cult to understand. A pint of 
‘blood is donated in the usual 
'manner, then transferred to a 
fractionator, which .works on 
same principle as a cream 


separator. The fractionator 
separates the red cells from 
other eléments and the red 
cells then are mixed in gly- 
cerine before being placed in 
a freezer of extreme low tem-

The Commerce Department 
said personal income rose $3,- 
200,000,000 last month to a sea- 


sonally adjusted annual rate of) 


$372,700,000,000. 

Furthermore, the report 
showed, incomes in March were 
nearly a billion dollars higher 
than the rate announced or 
iginally. 

In both Match and April, em- 
ployment picked up sharply 
and unemployment fell more 
than usual. The department 
said this’ situation accounted 
for nearly all of the improve- 
ment in personal income. 

Bigger payrolls were respon- 
sible for $2,700,000,000 of the 
April increase. The rise cén- 
tered in manufacturing, parti- 
cularly in the metals and mia- 
chinery industries. 

Metal production has been 
stimulated by inventory build- 
ing in anticipation of possible 
summer strikes. Machinery 
sales have picked us as bus- 
iness men put more money into 
plant improvements which 
were slightly during last year’s 
recession. 

Construction payrolls also 
were up sharply last month, 
the report said, but labor dis- 
putes cut disbursements in the

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 19 
(AP)—Organized baseball takes 
another crack at solving its 


Commissioner Ford Frick and 
minor’ league chief George M. 
Trautman meet with an eight- 
man committee in two-day ses- 
sions which Trautman says 
“could be the most important 
meeting ever held on this mat- 

r.” 


Trautman, who says some. 
fans have not been enlightened 
as te why some telecasts are not 
available to them, asked the 
“legion of baseball fans every- 
where to consider why it is nec- 
essary for some restrictions to 
be imposed on major league 
television in certain areas.” 

He explkained: “Television 
games are blacked out only 
when the minor leafue team is 
playing at home at a time the 
televised game is in progress, 
and even then the telecast may 
run up to 30 minutes before 
the minor league game starts. 
This is a simple economic fact 
... that must be recognized if 
we are to survive.” 

The minor league.boss asked 
fans to take a long-range look 
at the entire picture, “remem- 
bering that just about every 
player in the majors is devel- 
oped in the minors, and that 
the majors should have a real 
interest in maintaining a healthy 
minor league structure.”

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP) 


—President Eisenhower today 
signed a bill to increase retire. 
ment and unemployment bene- 
fits to the nation’s railroad 
workers. He made no comment 
in taking the action. 


The bil), which ceme out of 


Congress May 5, was opposed 
by railroad management as un- 
duly costly and out of line with 
Social Security benefits paid 
in other lines of work. 


It increases the retirement 


benefits of appreximately 840,- 
000 railroad employes by 10 
per cent and increases unem- 
ployment benefits by 20 per 
cent, effective June 1. 


Both the railroads and the 


workers will have to pay high- 
\er payroll taxes to cover’ the 
increases. 


Checks of about 364,000 al- 


ready retired workers will be 
increased from $118 to $130 a 
month. Payments to 133,000 
wives or husbands of deceased 
workers will risé from $52 to 
$57 a month.

As the Teamsters have found, however, it 
is @asy to slap a secondary boycott on “hot 
cargo” or anything else simply by avoiding 
concerted action of employes. The pressure 
can be applied directly to an employer, or it 
can be applied through an individual em- 
ploye. Secretary Mitchell’s proposal would 
close these loopholes without going so far as 
to outlaw all secondary boycotts, some of 
which might be considered legitimate—for 
example, those against an employer who is 
performing farmed-out struck work. 

Sintilarly Secretary Mitchell’s complete pro- 
posal for dealing with “blackmail” picketing 
ought to go into the bill, instead of the weak- 
er version which the Senate adopted. Mr. 
Mitchell does not urge that all picketing for 
the purpose of union organization be barred. 
But he would bar such picketing where the 
employes clearly .did not want to be repre- 
sented by that union. “Top-down” organizing, 
in which the union aims its power at the em- 
ployer instead of persuading his employes, is 
a demonstrated evil which the Mitchell pro- 
posal would effectively deal with.

But how many union 
members could afford to hire a lawyer and 
pay for protracted litigation against a well- 
financed union? The enforcement power could 
be strengthened, either by making unions 
and their leaders liable for costs of successful 
suits against them, or by authorizing a union 
member to seek redress from the NLRB. 
When an employer violates a union member’s 
rights, the case goes to the NLRB before it 
goes to the courts. Perhaps the same pro- 
cedure could be followed if the member's 
rights were violated by a union. 

There are no doubt other. respects in which 
the Senate bill could be improved without 
converting it into a union-busting measure. 
The secondary boycott, picketing and bill-of- 


‘rights enforcement clauses seem to us the 


most important. We hope the House will 
tackle them courageously despite political 
pressure from the unions.

So the People Can Decide 


The Missouri Senate’s judiciary committee 
is sitting on three proposed Constitutional 
amendments of more than passing importance’ 
to St. Louis and St. Louis County. All three 
have passed the House. 

One authorizes the Legislature at some fu- 
ture date to grant St. Louis county authority 
to set up a pension plan for the County Police 
Department. This is essential if the county 
force is to be able to compete for high caliber 
personnel on even terms with the St. Louis 
department. 

Another would give the Legislature authori- 
ty to permit the county to levy a special tax 
for police purposes, as was recommended by 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. A county- 
wide police tax is the first step toward bring- 
ing equity and order into police financing in 
the county, as well as providing sufficient 
funds to operate the force. The Legislature 
later could write in a ceiling on the levy. 

That same Constitutional proposal also con- 
tains provisions permitting St. Louis to levy 
a school tax for upwards of four years by 
simple majority vote rather than two-thirds 
as at present? A four-year levy could save 
the cost of several special elections and per- 
mit the School Board to make orderly long- 
range plans. 

The third proposed Constitutional change 
would increase the maximum school tax that 
the St. Louis Board could levy without ap- 
proval of the voters from 89 cents to $1. -A 
$1 minimum levy is necessary to participate 
in the state school foundation program. St.

Five votes in the Council are sufficient to 
adopt the measure with an emergency clause, 
which is essential if the program is to be 
put into effect as soon as County Water can 
make the nécessary mechanical arrangements. 
Five votes also are sufficient to override a 
veto by Supervisor McNary. This ought not 
te be necessary if Mr. McNary would listen 
for’ once to the recommendations of such 
agencies as the United States Public Health 
Service, the American Medical and Dental 
associations and the professional societies in 
this area..

Despite its lack of 
enforcement power or authority to hold pub- 
lic hearings, the Commission has managed to 
call this state’s attention to the remaining

Herter Over a Hump 


Secretary Herter showed a good deal of 
skill in composing the dispute that arose 
among the Western allies at Geneva over 
separation of the Berlin question from that 
of German unification. 

After an American spokesman disclosed our 

delegation’s willingness to talk about a sep- 
arate Berlin agreement “in the end,” the 
French and West German delegations flew to 
the defense of the Western “package,” and 
news correspondents filed thousands of ex- 
cited words about the great Western split. 
. Instead of recoiling in horror from the idea 
of being considered “soft” toward the Rus- 
sians, Mr. Herter- coolly called the allied dip- 
lomats together and worked out a diplomat- 
ically ambiguous agreement to the effect that 
the west will discuss Berlin separately, though 
any settlements must be inter-related. Apart 
from mending the breach, this compromise 
in conjunction with Western receptivity to- 
ward secret talks with Mr. Gromyko should 
have the incalculable virtue of enabling the 
West to probe Soviet intentions. In view of 
the clear Soviet attitude toward a “package” 
based on German reunification, to insist on 
discussing that package or nothing at all 
would be only a way of condemning the talks 
to futility at the outset. 

Mr. Herter’s big test still lies ahead. It is 
one thing to find a formula for glossing over 
a difference, and quite another to resolve the 
difference itself. At some point during the 
Geneva conference, Mr. Herter. probably_ will 
have to face the mecessity of making quite 
plain to Paris and Bonn that they cannot veto 
British-American decisions which hold reason- 
able hope of progress in summit negotiations. 
He will also have to try to bring Adenauer 
and De Gaulle along toward a less dogmatic 
position than the one they tend to adopt. 

Mr. Herter cannot now afford to say so, but 
we hope he.realizes that the West is in a poor 
position to reject any Berlin agreement which 
is not tied to German reunification. The 
real question is what the West can extract 
from the Soviets in exchange for a workable 
Berlin agreement. It is better to trade some- 
thing for something than, by insisting on 
everything, to get nothing.

Everyone's Stake in Health Research 


Oregon Senator Appeals for More Federal Funds to Fight Cancer, Aid Medicine

Senator Richard L. Neuberger of 
Oregon recently returned to the Sen- 
ate floor after cancer operation and 
treatment. Here, in part, are his 
remarks at the tenth annual Albert 
Lasker Medical Journalism Awards: 

I think a person never realizes his 
need of medical research until’ a 
dread fact is upon him. Each of us 
lives a sort of fatalistic life. We feel 
it cannot happen to us. 


I remember when I lay on an ex- 

amining table and

of that I had cancer. 

I would not be- 

lieve it. I said,

Some weeks later, after. my treat- 
ment began, I received a letter from 
a famous doctor .and medical re- 
searcher, in which he said he thought 
I would be interested to know that 
the cobalt with which I was being 
treated and on which my life de- 
pended had been developed in sub- 
stantial degree with funds voted to 
the National Institutes of Health that 
I had helped to obtain as a United 
States Senator. I just wondered how 
anything in a novel by de Maupas- 
sant, Somerset Maugham or Jack 
London, could be more dramatic. 
Medical ‘research is something we

have to obtain working together. 
When a person learns that he is 
stricken with arteriosclerosis or 
cancer or some other disease, nobody 
can go to the corner drugstore and 
buy his own medical research. That 
is impossible. We have to do this 
as taxpayers through the National 
Institutes of Health and our Public 
Health Service, or we have to do it 
as private citizens contributing to 
great organizations like the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society. 


I have introduced four bills to in- 
crease taxes because I think the av- 
erage American would rather pay 
higher taxes than let lag such things 
as the National Cancer Institute and 
the National Heart Institute on which 
the survival of himself or his loved 
ones might actually depend and rely. 


So, if some of these days, you are 
paying higher gasoline taxes or in- 
creased postage rates, I trust you 
will remember the fact that when 
you are doing that, you are maybe 
buying the cobalt or the cancer 
chemotherapy, or some other medi- 
cine in the field of heart disease on 
which your life will depend. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes once said, 
“When I pay taxes, I feel I am buy- 
ing civilization.” | 

When you think that the marvel- 
ous discoveries already made through 
the grants sponsored by the National 
Institutes of Health have brought 
life to so many people, -it seems to 
me that his phrase is remarkably 
true. 


How many people today are dying 
because they are living perhaps five 
years or 10 years earlier than the 
discovery that will be made through 
a grant sponsored by the National 


Institutes of Health, Again, I re 
member what my doctor said to me. 
He said, “Your chances of recovery 
and your opportunity is infinitely 
better now than it would have been 
five or 10 years ago before the dis- 
covery and the development of high- 
voltage X-ray or eyen, further still, 
of cobalt.” 

So, I often think that we forget 
when we talk about medical research 
and National Institutes of Health and : 
the Lasker Journalism Awards, we™ 
are not talking about something as 
impersonal as outer space; we are 
talking about your life and my life 
= the lives of the people that we 
ove. 


For example, the Administration 
made a.recommendation of $294,000,- 
000 for the National Institutes of 
Health, although at researchers 
like Dr, Sidney Farber and Dr, Isidor 
Ravdin and others pointed out that 
a total of $455,000,000 could be used. 

I happen: to be a Democrat who

WASHINGTON, May 19— 
George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO, said yesterday there 
will ‘be “no cognizance at all” 
of criticism by James R. Hoffa 
when the Federation recon- 
siders its stand on pending 
sabor legislation. 

Meany made the comment 
after the first session of a 
three-day meeting of the Fed- 
eration’s executive council. He 
said the council will ‘decide 
Wednesday what stand to take 
on the Kennedy labor reform 
bill which passed the Senate 
90-1 last month after many 
stiffening amendments. 

The council will base its 
stand on the revised bill on a 
reportedly critical legal analy- 
sis which was privately dis- 
tributed to council members 
yesterday. The original version 
of the measure won the coun- 
cil’s approval at its last mert- 
ing in February. 

Hoffa Charges ‘Sellout.’ 

A reporter asked if the 
AFL-CIO would take any “cog- 
nizance” of repeated charges 
by Hoffa, president of the 
Teamsters union, that the 
Federation had “sold out” in 
supporting ‘the Kennedy bill in 
the first place. 

“No cognizance at all of any- 
thing he said or might say. 
When it comes to selling out, 
he should know,” Meany re- 
plied, 

The Federation ousted the 

Teamsters in 1957 because the 
union’s leadership failed to 
take adequate steps to clean up 
corruption. 
._ Meany blamed legal compli- 
cations for the council’s failure 
to act today on another case 
involving union morality. This 
was the case of Maurice A. 
Hutcheson, president of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Car- 
penters, who was asked by the 
council last year to explain his 
indictment in land scandals in 
Indiana. . 

Hutcheson, who avoided five , 
successive council meetings, 
showed up yesterday, gave a 
statement and answered ques- 
tions. However, no action was 
taken, Meany said, pending the 
outcome of the Indiana pro- 
ceedings. 

The Federation president re- 
ported a 379,000 increase in the 
membership of affiliated inter- 
national unions since the last 
council meeting in February in 
Puerto Rico, With a new total 
membership of 12,750,000. 

Meany attributed the in- 
crease both to organizing ef- 
forts and to the effects of “im- 
proved employment,” © which 
would have the effect of in- 
creasing the number of per 
capita payments made by af- 
filiated unions from the dues 
of working members. 

On the economic front, the 
council voiced strong support 
for the United Steelworkers in 
their current contract negotia- 
tions with the steel industry. 

In the legislative field, the 
council strongly indorsed the 
pending Kennetly-Morse-Roose- 
velt bill to establish a $1.25 
hourly minimum wage.

“HUMAN NUTRITION as reached” the point where 


experts feel that by controlled feeding a population can be 
matured earlier, enjoy a longer prime of life, or extend its 
longevity 


But which of these 
three goals does a society 
want? 

“They are quite differ- 
ent things,” pointed out 
Dr. Robert S. Goodhart, 
scientific director of the 
National Vitamin Foun- 
dation, a nonprofit or- 
ganization. 

“What is optimal nutri- 
tion? It depends on what 
you want. , 

“If we and the Rus. 
sians are engaged in try- 
ing to build up big ar- 
mies, we can do this by 
maturing our youths 
faster, but they'll be dy- 
ing of coronary attacks 
and other degenerative 
diseases in their mid- 
forties and fifties.

“The earlier an animal matures the earlier it dies.” 


Dr. Goodhart said it would be possible to add 
potential years to a child’s life by keeping him 
thin and small and postponing the development of 
his maturity as long as possible. But the price 
would be a lowered vitality. 


“Later I myself would probably want to take him out 
and shoot him, because he would be useless to society,” 
he said. “The idea of merely living as long as possible is, 
it seems to me, a lousy ambition.” 

’ Dr. Goodhart feels the average child fares best if fed 
a.diet that allows him to mature at his own pace rather 
than ‘one that spurs him into»a forced growth. 

“A lot of us are concerned,” he remarked, “about 
mothers who worry about the fact their child is smaller— 
even though he may be actually healthier—than the boy 
next door. 

“In trying to make him grow taller by overstuffing 
him with calories and proteins, these mothers merely may 
be bringing him to his final stature. 

“The question is whether forced-growing does any- 
thing more than bring on this earlier maturity.” 

The rise in juvenile delinquency, Dr, Goodhart feels, 
may be, in part at least, explained by a conflict in what 
American society expects of its young people. 


“We are feeding them diets that mature them 
earlier physically and mentally,” he said, “but at 
the same time we are trying to keep them children 
longer emotionally. This is particularly true in the 
upper classes, which want to send their sons and 
daughters through college and don’t like them to 
get married until they are well into their twen- 
ties.” 


This, he thinks, creates an area of explosive tension. 

“You have an adult you are still treating in some 
respects as a child,” the scientist observed. “That makes 
for major problems. 

“The big problem is to find out what society really 
wants. Nutrition can determine the rate at which children 
mature mentally and physically, but not emotionally. 

“At present we are trying to keep them immature and 
dependent, while maturing them earlier physically and 
mentally.* 

“These things fight each other. The kid is unhappy. 
The family is unhappy. 

“We are developing children faster now than society 
is able, or willing, to accept them as adults.”

The Flea Market, a new project last year, was the 
idea of Mrs. Newman, who is noted for two other bright 
ideas—the Book Fair and the Historical Society’s Country 
Store. The Missouri Historical Society, a 93-year-old or- 
ganization which has been existing in genteel poverty in 
Jefferson Memorial, can ‘use the financial assistance. 
Charles Van Ravenswaay, director, points out that the 
growth of public interest in things historical in recent 
years ‘has been so great that the society’s staff has grown 
from six in 1946 to 20, its membership from 400 to 4300. 


Not only has the Flea Market proved a prac- 
tical way to keep the society in the black but it’s 
been much fun for 400 women volunteers. Ahy

It’s a Mecca for Artists and Writers, and Present-Day Vigilantes Ride Against the Billboards | 


In our day of creeping 
conformity, Santa Fe is a 
mecea for unconventional, 
creative souls who consider 
the right to be different the 
first freedom. It’s a state 
capital that stands four- 
square against modern prog- 
ress—and if you don’t like 
unpaved streets, go home, 
dude, go home.

SANTA FE, N.M., 
May 19 (AP). 

THE VIGILANTES still ride 
out of Santa Fe, when it’s 
moonlight on the mesa and 
the shadows stretch long from 
the aspen and the cottonwoods. 

Thin-lipped, grim, _ silent, 
they turn off their television 
sets, put out their thinking 
man’s filters, slip into their 
loafers and out of their adobe 
houses. Saddling up their sta- 
tion wagons and convertibles 
they ride north, jaws,set, eyes 
clear, minds joined ih a com- 
mon resolve to protect a way 
of life. 

Billy the Kid is long dead, 
the rustlers have all been 
hanged and the Indians sub- 
dued. But there’s still work 
to be done for a man’s man 
in Santa Fe. 

There are the billboards on 
the highway north of town. And 
people in Santa Fe don’t like 
billboards fouling their scenery. 
So, at night, they cut them 
down, or smear them up in red 
paint. They do this several 
times a year. 

The billboard vigilantes are 
only one symptom of the spe- 
cial syndrome distinguishing 
Santa Fe. Among cities which 
have become state capitals, 
Honolulu may be the new- 
est and Juneau the coldest but 
Santa Fe is the oldest (1609), 
the highest (7000 feet), the 
most unconventional, the touch- 
iest and the contrariest. 

It is a city devoutly deter- 
mined to be different by re- 
maining the same. 

It is a mecca for artists and 
writers and bohemians who mi- 
grated here in search of the 
freedom to be . unorthodox. 
Many are unorthodox in their 
manners, dress 
lives, but where the town is 
concerned they resist change as 
fiercely as the flat-worlders 
fought Columbus. 


Other cities welcome new 
industry and business and 
progress in the form of paved 
streets. Here, these things 
are resisted, not always suc- 
cessfully but loudly. In other 
places, the voice of the artist 
may cry out alone and tn- 
heeded in an attic. But in 
Santa Fe, the free soul is 
accepted and respected and, 
far from being ignored in 
some Bohemian ghetto, is 
invited to join civic commit- 
tees. 


Santa Fe. which has a popu- 
lation of 34,000, has no indus- 
try to speak of and only enough 
business to accommodate tour- 
ists and legislators, its ‘chief 
sources of income. Many‘ of its 
streets remain unpaved, ‘espe- 
cially in the residential areas, 
where narrow lanes wind under 
fruit trees between lovely 
earth-tinted adobe homes with 
their low flat roofs and dark 
beams jutting out under the 
eaves. 

In one-third of the town, it is 
now against the law to build 
any building, business or pri- 
vate dwelling, in anything but 
the adobe style. An _ artist 
aroused can be a tiger. 

Not long ago some progress- 


minded radicals managed to, 


push through a paved street in 
a residential district. The day 
it was completed an enraged 
sculptor tore out of his house 
with a sledge hammer and 
broke up a long stretch of curb. 

Santa Feans can get mad 
over a variety of things—bill- 
boards, paving, street lights, 
modern buildings of glass and 
steel, a superhighway cutting 
across a lovely foothill of the 
majestic Sangre de _ Cristo 
mountains. 

But their most consistent 
source of irritation seems to 
come from Texas.

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Santa Feans can. tolerate 
Texas tourist money but not 
Texans. They grumble con- 
stantly that Texans are taking 
over their ski slopes in the 
winter and their trout streams 
in the summer. 

Recently many people in 
town were enraged by a pub- 
lished picture ‘showing several 
hundred skiers from Texas 
raising the lone star flag on a 
nearby ski slope. 

“Such damned gall!” said a 
dignified lady of Spanish origin, 
whose language is impecable on 
all non-Texas subjects. “Their 
flag on our mountains!” 

In a restaurant the other day, 
two diners were annoyed by 
the noises of remodeling work 
going on at the other end of 
the room. “Those damned Tex- 
ans again!” one man said. The 
second man nodded, as though 
recognizing a familiar pain. 

Neither knew for a fact. that 
Texans were responsible for 
the noisy remodeling, but in 
Santa Fe it is assumed that 
anything unpleasant, loud or 
harshly modern can be traced 
to the big neighboring state. 

Still, Santa Feans are proud 
of their communal! sense of tol- 
erance. 

“We don’t care what a man 
does or how he hives,” says 
Witter Bynner, the poet. “We 


can tolerate anyone as long as 


he’s interesting.

In Santa Fe, only the Span- 
ish-Americans are referred to 
as natives. The Indians are 
called Indians and everyone 
else, regardless of how long 
they’ve been here, are Anglos. 
Both Spanish and English are 
spoken in the Legislature, in 
the courts and political cam- 

aigns. 

The first families are Span- 
ish. Many claim to be descend- 
ed from the old Conquistadores 
who came here in search of 
gold—an expedition which not 
only antedated the Mayflower 
but must have been even more 
crowded. 

. Santa Fe’s plaza has seen 
much of the ebb and flow of 
history. To begin with, it was 
an Indian pueblo. Then the 
Spanish set up shop here. Then 
the Indians retook the place 
and held it from 1680 to 1692, 
until the Spanish recaptured it. 


It was at the plaza that the 
covered wagons coming down 
from Independence, Mo., on 
the Santa Fe trail ended 
their journey.
